Book Review 
Illegal Tender 

Gold, Greed, and the Mystery of the 
Lost 1933 Double Eagle

Illegal Tender starts with a question to the treasury department in 
1944. "How many twenty-dollar gold pieces, made in 1933, have 
been issued?" Leland Howard, Assistant director of the U.S. Bureau 
of the Mint, found out that half a million were made but none were 
released to the public. That question by a New York journalist 
unraveled a big mystery. How did the 1933 double eagle get out 
of the U.S. Mint? 

This book covers the origins and history of the illustrious double 
eagle's design by Augustus Saint-Gaudens. At the height of the 
Great Depression, Franklin D. Roosevelt, newly elected, passed 
through legislation to not pay out gold from the Federal Reserve, to prevent a financial crisis. Next the public 
was told to return all their gold coins, except for numismatic rarities. Nellie Tayloe Ross, Director of the U.S. 
Mint, was ordered to melt down the gold coins and turn them into bars. All of the 1933 double eagles where 
thought to have been melted down. 

How could a 1933 double eagle show up on an auction list? This became a job for the Secret Service. The hunt 
began for the stolen coins. 

One of the 1933 double eagles was exported by Egyptian King Farouk. Eventually his collections of rare coins 
and other items were auctioned off by the Egyptian Army. 

The mystery of the coins continues today. In 2003, ten coins were found by Israel Switt's kids and sent to the 
U.S. Mint to be authenticated. However the Mint immediately seized them and would not return them. The kids 
sued the U.S. Mint and initially lost (2012 ABC News). They appealed the verdict and in April of 2015 the U.S. 
appeals court overturned the verdict and won the case (NY Daily News). 

Illegal Tender is a riveting book, which would make a great movie plot. I would definitely recommend reading 
this book if you are interested in rare coins with a mixed past.
